in numerous cities and preparations are being made to do what 
can reasonably'.be done for the men out of work. 
In some 


places; itis planned to take up public work which would not 
otherwise be'-done at this time^and in some cities there are 
assbciatidns;which are doing what they,can to aid'the unem- 
pioyed to find'Something to do to lide themselves and'their 
families through the winter. 
. 


The:best way in the world-to help those who need help is to 


assist them in obtaining employment, and every movement in 
thisidirection is worthy of encouragement and support. .But 
tfiere is one snag .which those who engage in this commendable 
wbrk'inyariably run against, and that consists in men who are 
outof.-w.ork. for the reason that they will not work. 


,:ln one city where the question-of unemployment is at'the 


front'a man whose business is such as to make him very fam- 
iliar.with-co:nditipns,declares that the authorities should study, 
the. situation carefully before entering upon any schemes of 
public improvement purely for the purpose of aiding the un- 
employed. He admits that there are, hundreds of men in 'the 
city'who are not working, 
1 and adds that this is partly due:to 


the Tact'that there are hundreds of, men who do not care to 
work and who arejialurally indolent. 


And .the chances are thnt'thsih olds true of other cities where 


tiltcfpmplaint.of unemployment.is raised; The fact is that 
competent men who are willing and anxious to work can 
usually: find something to do; There are times, to be sure, 
when'-the labor, market is dull, just as there are times when 
other markets are dull.. When other markets are dull prices 
go down, but what happens when the demand for labor is 
slackened? Does the price of a'day's work go down? No 
one'cent.

ll'is not pleasant for.owners of real estate and.owners of 


stocks of 
1 dry. goods, clothing and other commodities to be 


obliged to sell at a sacrifice, but they have to do this when the 
pinch comes, while "Labor".'will.go'.to the poorhouse or ask 
tlie city to supportU outside of the poorhouse before it will 
cut 'its 
v price one cent or lengthen its hours by one minute.
